NO WAR UNLESS DECLARED BY ENGLAND. 

Paris, March 13.—Baron Mohrenhéim, the Rus- 
sian Ambassador, has been Anterviewed in regard 
to the present Anglo-Russian situation. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that Emperor William would 
exert his influence to avert war. and also endeavor 
to induce England to make some concessions. He 
scouted the idea that Russia would withdraw her 
troops from the positions they at present oceu- 
pied.

Gladstone replied that the agreement. was without 
any specific limit. The best description he could 
give, was that the agreement was to last 
as long as the occasion for it, (Laughter.) 
This agreement provides against a rupture of 
the friendly relations between the two Governments 
in the event of a collision between the Afghan and 
Russian outposts, which might possibly occur 
while instructions were being conveyed to op- 
posing commanders.

BARRIOS’ DECREE.

Since the establishment of the constitutional 
monarchy in Italy adouble problem has been 
working itself out—how to make Rome’a mod- 
ern capital, healthy, clean and habitable, and 
how to preserve the margin of recovered ruins, 
and spread for the antiquary (that epicure of 
decay) his due table of the broken victuals of 
the past.

Thero 
was the dead hand of the Roman pontiffs, and 
behind it the dead hand of time. The. Rome 
of the papacy has been disentangiing itself from 
the modern and from the ancient city. The great 
barracks*of mockery and the faded palazzi 
with their shadowy sarcophagus court- 
yards and precints, where gloom and unclean- 
liness strove for mastery, are rapidly diminish- 
ing from most quarters of thecity. Modern 
taste and every-day needs have — a large 
area into that struggling rus in urbe patched 
by tracts of arid desolation, and vineyard 
trailing over leprous-looking rubbish, the tex 
nodding on the moldered gate-house, tlie 
craggy tufts of plane and cypress clothing 
scantily the ruin mounds of ages, and squalid 
cottages or deserted limekiilns clustering fun- 
s-like» on the gray villa’s walls. Through 
ese the edile of to-day breaks his way with 
plummet and trowel, and the faded remnants 
of shabby grandeur recede as he invades. 
Here and there the pioneer of utilftarianism 
unearths crumbled mosaics, scraps of painted 
wall surface, decaved frescoes, fragmen- 
tary and chaotic glimpses of the golden 
age of empire. They peep from the chasm for 
a moment, catch the sunshine once again, and 
then return to earth and resume their thou- 
sand years of slumber, Yet surprises and dis- 
coveries come thick and fast, and, sifted from 
this refuse, the stock of monumental trophies 
which adorns the Capitoline Museum is said to 
have more than doubled in less than ten years, 
A policy of artistic reconstruction of the 
known haunts of classic interest wherever pos- 
sible, and of careful preservation of fragments 
where impossible, has for some years pre- 
vailed; and the resultis that the de of the 
well-read cognoscente may reclothe those spots 
with their ancient scenery, trace again the 
verment of the Via Sacra, and reconstruct 
in in imagination the temples and public 
oflices which echoed the footsteps of Horace,

Tne last recorded 
transaction in these shares puts __ their 
marked valued at $390 each, a fact which goes to 
show betrer than anything else could what these 
figures below mean. Mr. Soc. Newman's 500 shares 
are worth $195,000. Mr. Lackland’s stock is worth 
over $234,000; anyone who will remember that 100 
shares of this stock ts worth $39.000, will be able to 
understand how much those blocks of two, three, 
four and five hundred shares mean. The capita! 
stock is $000,000, but the 12,000 shares are worth 
$4,090,000, varying nearly eight times the original 
par value.

the strikers, This co-operation under the glias 
of intimidation is no more intimidation or the 
result of violence and terrorism than the syin- 
pathy and support extended to the strikers by 
the business men and people all along the line.

DUKE, as discoverers of intimidation, can give 
points to the most zealous partizan committee 
that ever went in quest of evidence of intimi- 
dation in Southern elections.

THK PROCLAMATION. 

We should be slow to accuse the Governor of 
issuing a proclamation which is au official false- 
hood and an official slander. But the state- 
ment in his proclamation that the striking rail- 
road men at Sedalia are criminally obstructing 
the movement of trains and intimidating 
other railroad employes ‘with threats of vio- 
lence, is denied by the Mayor and citizens of 
Sedalia, by the Sheriff of Pettis County, and 
by the newspaper reporters on the spot. 

It is to be presumed that the able and dis- 

tinguished ex-Governors of Missouri and Ten- 
nessee, who are now at Jefferson City advising 
Governor MARMADUKE as salaried attorneys for 
the Gould system, have supplied him with infor- 
mation not obtainable by the general pub- 
lic and at variance with the official 
reports upon which the Governor is supposed 
to act. His own trusted agents, Adjutant- 
General Jamison and Commissioner VON 
Kocntitzkry, after investigating the situation 
for several days, testify to the orderly and law- 
abiding conduct of the strikers and to the ab- 
sence of any overt acts of violence or intimi- 
dation. It is true they have made a case of in- 
ferential or constructive intimidation out of 
the fact that a locomotive engineer who ran 
his engine back at the polite request of the 
strikers pretended that he was afraid to dis- 
obey the strikers. But nobody except Gov- 
ernor MARMADUKE doubts that the engineers 
are influenced more by sympathy and a dis- 
position to help the strike than by fear 
of the stfikers) On the other hand, 
not a single demonstration of mob _ vio- 
lence has been reported, nor a single instance 
in which the Mayor and his police or the Sher- 
iff of the county and his posse comitatus have 
failed to execute the law or met with resistance 
in the enforcement of its processes. 
To call out the militia and make a military 
demonstration under such _ circumstances 
against men whose self control and submissive- 
ness to the law has filled the whole State with 
sympathy and admiration, and to proclaim 
them a law-breaking mob when not a single 
warrant has been sworn out against one of 
them, is, we submit, a gratuitous insult and 
bravado unworthy of the Governor of a great 
State. It is not only straining the law but it 
is going beyond the law and sound policy to 
intimidate workingmen and teach them that 
every time they strike against a railroad, no 
matter how orderly and law abiding their be- 
havior, they are to be proclaimed a mob of law- 
breakers and be confronted with bayonets and 
threatened with slaughter. 


Whatever may be the result of the military 
demonstration against the railroad mechanics 
at Sedalia, the Governor has made some mis- 
takes which he should avoid in future. 

It seems that the troops were ordered to 
Sedalia on the ground that the city was under 
the sway of a lawless organization too power- 
ful to be overcome by the local authorities, 
and that the presence of a strong military 
force was necessary to enforce the laws for the 
protection of life and property. But in order- 
ing the militia thither the Governor, as now ap- 
pears, accepted the statements and obeyed the 
call of the railroad managers and attorneys, 
without consulting the people or civil authori- 
ties of Sedalia and Pettis County atall The 
consequence of his ignoring the latter and con- 
sulting one side only in regard to the facts of 
the case, was that he found himself sending 
troops where they were not called for and 
were not needed by the civil officers whose 
call for aid he should have 
for, and his army was, at their request, stopped 
atanother place. There the army has re- 
mained several days, and while peace reigned 
at Sedalia the soldiers have been quartered and 
fed by the railroad company, and in all re- 
spects treated as if they were in the service of 
the railroad company and not in the service of 
the State. : 

All this has a bad savor of premature haste 
and readiness to display the whole power and 
prestige of the State enlisted-in warlike array 
on the side of the corporation in what should 
be a peaceful and voluntary adjustment of the 
question of wages pending between it and its 
employes. 

To persist in sending the army on to Sedalia 
in advance of any violent outbreak, without 
the justification of a call from Mayor or 
Sheriff, and after taking so much paing to pa- 
rade the executive authority as a mere lackey 
of the company, must be regarded as both im- 
prudent and improper. The good sense and 
self-control of the strikers may avert serious 
consequences, but for such escape the State 
will not be indebted to the discretion of her 
Governor.

The Hours of Labor. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Carrol! D. Wright, Chief-of the United States 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, whose long experience 
at the head of a similar department of the Massa- 
chusetts State government bas given him a. wide 
fleld of observation in jabor matters, estimates thar 
under the ten hour system the production per man 
for each working day is fully as large asin States 
where eleven or more hours constitute a da) 4 
labor. Coming from such an authority as Mr. 
Wright this statement is of more than ordinary 
significance. I: isan excellent starter for a cate- 
gory of information which, when completed, will 
greatly assist the industrial world in avoiding over- 
production. 

While itis very desirable that some ‘fixed num- 
ber of hours should come to be regarded by all 
employers of labor as a working day whenever 
there is no greater or less number specified by 
contract, it is almost impossiblso to enforcsa an 
eight hour law, because an act of Assembly canmmot 
alter a man’s right to work ten or twelve hours if he 
chooses to do so. If manufacturers, however, 
could come to a general understanding on the sub- 
ject of hours of labor the restriction of a working 
day tocertain definite limits by a sort of unwritten 
law might have a beneficial effect. 

If a lavorer does as much work in a day of ten 
hours as in a day of eleven or twelve hvuurs, it will 
not be worththe mauufacturer’s while to makea 
day's work exceed ten hours. If ten hours of labor 
affords the maximum production, eight hours 
would mean steady work for a great many in- 
dustmes which are now idle or on half time because 
of the overstocking of the market.

“It is intended to gather together all the black- 
listed and expelled men in the 
country,” explained a gentleman who is well 
posted in regard to the movement, “and establish 
nines in St. Louis,Cincinnati and in Chicago,to play on 
Sundays and in opposition to the League and Ameri- 
can Association Clubs on their big days. A call will 
be made at ap early day and immediate action will 
be taken on the matter. While public opinion is 
very much divided regarding contract breakers, 
there 6 &@ Very general sentiment that arro- 
gance and despotism ruled the ue’s 
decision in the case of the reserve rule breakers, 
aud henve steps will be taken to test the pubiic 
good fuita in this sentiment of sympathy.

On Pool-Selling. 

A mutter which is beginning to interest St. Louis 
folks—the legauty of pool-selling—was submitted 
to one of the Maryland courts and the result is

Island, and pool selling has already been stopped in 
New York City, so that Monmouth Park, at Long 
Branch, N. J., is the only leading race track where 
pools could be sold without vioiating the law. 
rnere is a special statute in New York against pool 
selling, but notin New Jersey and Maryland, and 
the Legisiature here refused to pass one at its last 
session. James & Gambie were prosecuted under 
the gaming act, and since their indictment all pool 
selling bas ceased in Maryland.

A Proclamation to be Issued by the Presi- 
dent Prohibiting the Invasion of the In- 
dian Territory — Secretary Manning's 
Wholesale Decapitation — New Senate

WasnincTox, March 13.—In answer to atelegram 
rom the Secretary of War relative tothe exact 
condition of affairs in Oklahoma, General Hatch to- 
day telegraphed from Caldwell, Kan., that no tres- 
passers were now in the Indian Territory. About 
1,200 settiers, he said, were camped in Kansas, near 
the territory border. They were threatening 
to go over the tine, but as yet had taken no steps of 
that kind. The troops are stationed in the terri- 
tory, the General said, and will drive out any in- 
vaders that may attempt to settle on the lands. At 
a meeting of the Cabinet yesverday the Oklahoma 
question was considered at length. It was said an 
impression prevailed among those who con- 
templated an invasion of the territory that President 


Arthur's prociamation reiative totrespassing upon 
the Indian lands bad become inoperative with the 
ciose of his admunistration. To prevent such ac- 
tion of the mvaders as would naturally ensue upon 
the prevalence of such an impression, it was 
thought best that President Cleveland should issue 
a& prociamation similar to that issued while Arthur 
was the chief Executive. This proclamation is now 
prepared aud will shortly be tssued it will forbid 
the invasion of trespassers upon the Indian lands in 
the indian Territory.

: *rnorth. Theeclipse will be annular over 
a line from Cape Mendocino, California, in lati- 
tude 40°, to Greenland in latitude 71°. ’ It is es- 
timated that the eclipse will be annular over a 
path about seventy miles wide. The only 
towns of consequence in the United States with- 
in this belt are Eureka, Califurnia, and Boze- 
man, Montana. At St. Paul the ecli will 
obscure five-sixths of the sun, but will not be 
annular. At Chicago seven-tenths of the sun 
will be hidden. From this city the obscuration 
will be somewhat less, but sufficient to render 
the eclipse a most interesting event. 

The éclipse wil beannular because the cone 
of the moon's shadow does not reach the earth. 
It will appear annular at those places nearly in 
the point of the cone. In an annular eclipse a 
ring of sunlight surround’ the moon’s shadow, 
the moon being at such a distance that it does 
not eevee the whole of the sun’s disc. — 
recent years annular eclipses have n neglect- 
ed by - astronomers; but during ‘the last one 
some very linportant observations were made 
by the French astronomers, and itis probable 
that some effort will be made to observe the 
coming eclipse. At all events, the partial phase 
which will be visible here will be carefully ob- 
served if the weather permits. The time of its 
occurrence is very favorable for careful obser- 
vation, 

In Rochester the ecli will begin at about 
11:50 in the morning, local time, and end at 
2:30 in the afternoon. It would be well for 
those possessing telescopes in this city to confer 
together for the purpose of preparing for sys- 
tematic observations. E/forts will be made to 
photo ph the eclipse during its entire prog- 
ress, if the sun is not wholly obscured by 
clouds, The event may furnish an opportunity 
to determine whether the moon has anything 
like an atmosphere. Asthe sun is likely to 
show @ number of spots of considerable extent 
upon the date of the eclipse, it will be observed 
with added interest. Folsnesntets who have 
not shade glasses for solar observation will find 
it very interesting to throw the sun’s image 
upon @ white screen a little removed from the 
eye-piece of the telescope.

Bismarck's Manner of Speaking and 
Mode of Showing Anger.

The elec- 
tric bells inthe reading room, the comimittee 
roonis, and in the journalists’ rooms are suund- 
ed to announce the arrival of the Chancellor, 
who has shown that he will speak presently, 
for with one of his pencils, more an a foot 
long, he has noted down something on the loose 
quarto sheets before him with letters not less 
than an inch deep. and this is a safe sign t 
he intends ing. 

The President bows to him, and Prince Bis- 
marck rises to ‘take the word.” He is certain- 
ly more than six feet high; over his powerful 
chest and broad shoulders rises a strangely- 
rounded, well-shaped head of enormous ditmen- 
sions, and with no hair upon it, so that it looks 
like adome of polished ivory. Thick, white 
brows hang over his eyes like two icicles. These 
brows give his faceadark and frowning ex- 

ression, and the look which glistens in his eyes 
cold and somewhat cruel—at least in Parlia- 
ment. His mustache is alsothick and gray 
and conceals the mouth entirely. The whole 
face is covered with tolds and wrinkles, broad 
rings surround his eyes, and even his temples 
are covered with small wrinkles. 

When he begins to speak the color of his face 
Changes from pale tored, and gradually as- 
sumes alight bronze shade which gives his 
powerful skull the appearance of polished met- 
al. Jt isa surprise to hear Bismark speack for 
the first time. The soft, almost weak, voice is 
out of all proportion with his gigantic frame, 
It sometimes becomes so soft that we fear it 
will die out altogether, and when he has spoken 
for awhile it grows hoarse. The Chancellor 
sometimes speaks very fast, sometimes very 
slowly, but never ina loud tone. He has no 
pathos whatever. Some of his most remark- 
abie words, which in print look as if they had 
been spoken with full,forceas if they must have 
hadthe effect of a sudden thunderbolt on the 
audience, are in reality emitted in an ordina- 
rytone of well-bred conversation. 

Personal attacks upon his enemies are spoken 
by Bismarck with ironical politeness, and in 
such an obliging tone as if they concealed the 
kindest sentiments. But if his anger cannot be 
heard, it can be seen; his face gradually grows 
red, and the veins on his neck swell in an 
alarming manner. When angry he usually 
grasps the collar of his uniform, and seems to 
catch for breath. His brows are lowered still 
more, so that his eyes are almost invisible. Hig 
voice grows a shade louder, and hasa slight 
metallic ring init. The sentences drop from 
his lips in rapid succession. He throws back 
his head, and gives his facea hard, stony ex- 
pression. 

But it is difficult to discern when his anger is 
real and when it is artifical. The Chancellor 
has been seen trembling with rage, and more 
like the elements let loose than anything else. 
Once when he thought that the word ‘‘Fie!” 
had been said by one of the Opposition party, 
he had one of his attacks, whiek would have si- 
lenced the House had every one been ‘speaking 
ut once. With trembling nostrils, with his 
teeth firmly set, with eyes that emitted fire, 
and clenched hands, he jumped from his place 
to the side where the word had sounde If 
apologies and explanations had not been of- 
fered, who knows how this scene might have 
ended? 

But except upon such rare occasions Bis- 
marck the orator is always a well-bred man. 
He does not bawi nor shout any partof his 
speeches, but while giving them their full share 
of pointed sarcasm he always maintains the 


form of a political conversation between gentle- 
men. He a method of his own for waging 


war with his opponents. He regards his oppo- 
nent’s speech as a bail of wool, the last sentence 
spoken being the end which he takes in hand 
first, and with which he begins to unwind the 
whole speech as he would unwind the bail of 
wool. But it is easy to see that while his tongue 
is speaking his spirit is far in advance of it. He 
hesitates in his speech, then suddenly recals 
himself and puts forth a number of clear 
thoughts, ‘which it is easy to see occurred to 
him at the moment. 

One of the great charms of Prince Bismarck’s 
speeches is that he never follows any given 
form or method, but that ali he says is in- 
spired atthe moment. He commands humor 
and sarcasm to a high degree, and often at a 
time when they are least expected, so that 
even his bitterest enemies are not rarely moved 
to laughter by bis words.
